Coast to Coast By 
Auto - in 1903 


How the first automobile was 
“wrestled” from coast to coast 
despite incredible difficulties halt 
a century ago, is recalled by the 
April Reader's Digest. The trip 
required 63 days; for 19 of them, 
because of mud and mishaps, 
no mileage was recoded. 

The car was a tworcylinder 
Winton and the route across the 
then roadless west followed rail- 
road tracks for long distances, 
the car actually bumping over the 
cross ties, Telegraphers flashed 
ahead svord of his approach. 
Cowboys who had never seen an 
automobile rode miles to see the 
“mad driver” and his car, 

The historic trip started from 
San Francisco on May 23, 1903, 
with a $50 wager that the coun- 
try could be crossed in three 
months. The mud-covered Wint- 
on ended its run in New York 
on JJuly 26th, 1903. : 

Nine years later, in 1912, A. 
Ee. Todd, ex-mayor of Victoria, 
B.C. offered handsome gold me- 
dal for the first motorist who 
crossed the continent on Canadi- 
an highways. It was not until 
1946, says Reader's Digest, that 
the medal was claimed! That 
year two €x-servicemen Soaked 
the wheels of their car in the 
Atlantic and then headed west. 
Nine days and 4,743 miles later 
they reached Victoria with their 
car intact, without once crossing 
the Canadian border, {
